TRIAL OF AMERICAN 
ADJOURNED. 


Patrick Garland, described as of New 
York, was charged on an indictment with 
having between the Ist March and the 20th 
April last conspired with various persons to 
arouse and spread sedition among. the sub- 
jects. of the Irish Free State, assisted the 
epoblican’ movement in the United States, 
and conveyed into the Irish Free State, on 
behalf of agents and other persons engaged 
in the conspiracy in the United States, trea- 
sonable and _ seditious correspondence, 
despatches and other documents, together 
with money and valuable securities, for de- 
livery te agents and other persons engaged in 
the conspiracy here. 

When the charge had been read, 

Mr. Wood, K.C., who, with Mr. Joseph 
Mec. ‘arthy (instructed by Messrs. Rooney and 
Sons, Cork), defended, pointed out that he 
had not received a, copy of the terms of the 
indictment, and added that, in these citcum- 
stances, he would have to ask for an adjourn- 
ment. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., for the pros¢tution, 
said that a copy of the indictment had not 
been asked for. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, in granting Mr. 
Wood’s application, made an erder adjourn- 
ing the case for a week.

APPEAL ALLOWED. 

Wallace Bros., coal merchants, 
Dublin, appealed against an order of Mr. 
Little, District Justice, on ithe 8th March 
last, imposing a fine of 22s. for, as alleged, 
permitting a horse, the property of the 
appellants, to be cruelly ill- treated by allow- 
ing it to be overloaded at Upper Grand Canal 
street. 
From the evidence it appeared that the 
horse was drawing a lorry which contained 
two tons of coal. When approaching an 
incline the driver, named Kavanagh, was 
stopped by Mrs. Jones, who is a member of 
the Donkey Protection . Society, and she 
alleged that the horse was overloaded. The 
attention of the Civic Guard was called to 
the matter by Mrs. Jones, and a prosecution 
followed. 

On behaif of the appellants it was stated 
that the horse, which had. been purchased 
seven years ago by Messrs. Wallace for £110. 
was in every way fitted for the load, and that 
the lorry was rubber-tyred and fitted with 
ball-hearings. 

Judge Dromgoole said that it was im- 
possible. for him to pass over the expert 
evidence that the horse was perfectly fit to 
draw a load of two tons He had no doubt 
that. Mrs. Jones acted with commendable 
public spirit, and he thought that a prosecu: 
{ion of this sort ultimately did good, because 
it focussed public aitention on the fact. that 
there is such a law in force. He revérsed 
thé decision of the District Justice and 
allowed the appeal.

RHODESIAN MINES STEADY. 

A firm tone prevailed in the majority of 
sections of the London Stock Markets yester- 
day. British Funds and Home Rails, how- 
ever, although not much altered, were easier 
inclined. Early dealings were restricted to a 
certain extent by the arrangement of the 
carry-over, but, on the whole, the volume of 
business passing was on a or mg larger scale 
than ‘has been the case recently. The principal 
feature of the markets was again provided by 
the strength of Rhodesian Mines, in whic 
there was a considerable turnover, and, 
although in several instances closing prices 
were below the best, some good improvements 
were registered. A sli ightly easier tendency 
characterised dealings in the gilt: edged 
market. Little. of interest transpired in 
Foreign Government Stocks, but prices where 
altered showed a margin in favour of holders, 
Home Rails were dull and easier. Apart from 
Argentines, which were marked better, 
Colonia! and Foreign Rai!s price movements 
were few, and, taken as a whole, the market 
was steady. Oils.were firmer im, tone, and 
among Industrials. Tobacco shares weté again 
good. Dealings commenced in the No. 2°D.R. 
Cotton Mills, and the price was 9d. prem. 
Rubbers were firm, and Mines also improved, 
especially Rhodesians. 


IMPORTS INTO NEW ZEALAND. 

British expurters dealing with New Zealand 
are already feeling the eftect of the deprecia- 
tion in the French currency, Cases have 
been brought to the notice of the Federation 
of British Industries where British manu- 
facturers’ representatives in New Zealand are 
finding it difficult to compete with the agents 
for French firms, who, despite the higher rate 
of duty to which they are subject, can land 
goods in the Dominion at a lower price than 
the British who enjoy a preferential tariff. 
It will be remembered that after the war 
New Zealand introduced legislation to cover 
the question of competition from countries 
with depreciated currencies, but this was 
withdrawn from the New Zealand Statute 
Book when the German mark was restabilised. 
Consequently, no protective legislation exists 
to meet the competition of: countries with a 
depreciated currency in the Dominion market, 
and the F.B.I. is: bringing this state of affairs 
to the notice of the New Zealand authorities 
in London in the hope that the Dominion 
Government may be persuaded to take some 
action in the matter. 


SWEDISH PAPER | MARKET, 

Hambros Bank market reports for June 
contain the following :—‘‘ Few ‘changes have 
been noted on the paper market during the 
last few weeks. Prices are almost unchanged, 
and business is limited. The Far East is 
still interested in sulphite paper, but other 
markets show little interest in this grade; 
prices are almost unchanged. Few new con- 
tracts have been concluded in kraft paper, 
but the stock of orders is still large, and 
prices show little change. The situation in 
the newsprint market is unsatisfactory, no 
fresh orders being received; some mills have 
had to accept reductions in pricesin order to 
obtain contracts.

Mr. Bewley—Could -the arsenic have 
entered the body through ordinary food?

The 
only question that he could ask is, how did 
it enter the body 

Mr. Reddin upheld the objection. 

After some discussion over a further ques- 
tien, the witness said that arsenic could 
énter the body in innumerable ways. In four 
of the cases it was most unlikely. that it was 
taken in the normal way by the ordinary 
food. He said that for arsenic to get into 
the body after death? the substance con- 
taihing the arsenic must come to the beir in 
solution, and in three oí these cases there 
was no water in the coffins, He did not 
know® the history of the famous. French 
chemist who was sent to prison and released 
subsequently because medical science ad- 
mitted that there was a greater amount of 
arsenic in the human body than had been 
admitted at the’ trial. 

Mr. Lynn—You should have known the 
facts of that case when you came to give 
evidence here. i 

[n further cross-examination the witness 
agreed that arsenic was used as an insecticide 
for apple trees. 

Mr. Lynn—lIs it not ey for a man to 
eat every-day food an still get arsenic in 
the body? Ses; apples and other food- 
stuffs. Here in the Free State there has 
never been any prosecution for an excessive 
amount of arsenic in every-day foods. 

Re-examined by Mr. Bewley—It was most 
unlikely that the arsenic in jars 2a to 6a 
could have entered the bodies by means of 
ordinary food. 

Dr. Groves, Malahide, stated that he saw 
the six bodies, attended the post mortem, 
and placed samples of the bodies in jars. 

PATHOLOGIST’S EVIDENCE. 

Dr. O'Kelly, Pathologist, 26 Upper Mount 
street, Dublin, stated that he had made a 
report on the six bodies. The body of John 
Clark was that of a well-developed man. His 
skull was fra¢tured, and there were signs of 
He believed that the injuries 
the cause of death, and that 
they were caused by a hatchet, stone or 
coker. Alice McDonnell was extensively 
burned and charred, and he was unable to 
fned the cause of death. He believed that 
this person was dead before the burning took 
nlace. He believed also that the burning was 
the cause of the fissuring of the skull. 
skull of Peter McDonnell was also fractured, 
and that would have been sufficient to cause 
death, especially in view of the condition of 
his heart. 

The body of Joseph McDonnell was very 
much charred, including the skull and the 
feet, which were hanging off. Behind the 
left ear there was a fracture which might 
have been the cause of death. He could not

The body of Annie McDonnell 
was very much burned, the legs being burned 
away. The greater portion of the top of 
the skull was missing. Death might have 
resulted from hemorrhage.

L. Brown, K.C., 
stated that the Tribunal had been estab+ 
lished “to inquire into the retail prices 
(and wholesale prices, if necessary) of 
articles of general consumption, and 
practical methods of éffécting reductions 
therein, with special, régard to the 
difference between the prices received by 
the producers and the pgices paid by con- 
sumers.”” . | . | 

Mr. Brown then expressed the hope that 
the Commission would ascertain the facts | 
“We shall,” he said, “spare no pains ih 
the endeavours to do so, and we have been 
armed for that purpose with all the powers 
of the High Court for. compelling the 
attendance of witnesses and the produc- 
tion of business books and documents, We 
trust that it will not be necessary to put 
these powers into force; but, if it sHould 
become necessary, we shall not hesitate to 
do so. We desire, however, to state that 
no honest trader need fear the disclosure 
of any detail of his business which would 
be of advantage to a rival or any injury 
to himself.”

Replying to the Chairman (Mr. 5. L. 
Brown, K.C.), Mr. Richardson stated-that the 
Retail Purvevors’, Family -Grocers’ and Off- 
Licence Holders’ Association had been in 
existence since 1912. ; 

The Chairman—How many members have 
you? 

Richardson—I will not answer that 
question. 

The (@hairman—I must ask you again how 
many members you have! | refuse to answer 
that question. 

Have you the original register of members? 
No. 

You were asked to produce i. at the 
Tribunal? With great respect, sir, I refuse 
to produce it, and I ask to make an ex- 
planation. 

May I ask have you adopted this attitude 
with the knowledge and approval of your 
Association? Yes. 

The witness added that if he gave a list of 
the members of the Association he would lose 
them all. There was no djrespect intended 
towards the Tribunal, but his people thought 
that there was no connection whatever 
between the cost price of goods to them and 
the selling price to the consumer.

The Chairman—It is the one thing that is 
relevant. 

THE “ TRADE'S ” VIEW, 

Mr. Richardson said that a list of ‘the 
names and addresses could be seen “in the 
Corporation offices of every single trader, 
compiled by the public health officials. His 
gs could not understand why they should 
e singled out. ‘the “trade” in general 
took the view that the Tribunal had been set 
up as the result of a blackguardly and un- 
scrupulous Press campaign. 

The Chairman—I cannot listen to an ex- 
planation that has taken the line yours has 
taken. Kindly resume your seat. We want 
the information from you because your Asso- 
ciation represents a very large number of 
traders of, this kind. We want to know the 
number of traders whom your body repre- 
sents and the traders you do not represent; 
we are not going to single out anybody. We 
are going to find out the facts. ''I ask you 
again for the list of your members, and their 
addresses. 

Mr. Richardson—Unfortunately I am not a 
free agent in the matter. 

The Chairman—Then you refuse to do it? 

Mr. Richardson—I have to. 

The Chairman—You understand the conse-

MILK COSTS. 

Mr. Cashman, of the Lucan Dairy, Park- 
gate street, Dublin, giving evidence of milk 
costs, said that the average selling price 
obtained for milk was ls. 11.12d.. per gallon. 
From that they should deduct the average cost 
price of milk, including freight, ls. 1.36d.. per 
gallon; cartage from station, .23d.; cost of 
pasteurising, .80d.—total ls. 2.39d. 

This figure left the gross profit at 8,73d. 

r gallon, from which was to be taken 4.394. 
or delivery expenses, .26d. for cleaning and 
upkeep of cans, and 2.85d. for establishment 
charges, which left a profit—before charging 
proprietors’ salaries, interest on capital em- 
ployed, or income tax—of 1.23d. 

During the winter months—January 1st to 
April 30th, and October 1st to December 31st 
—the average cost of milk was 1s. 2.68d. and 
the selling price 2s. 4d. (retail) and 1s. 7.10d. 
(wholesale average). The summer months’ 
average cost price was 11.50d., and the selling 
price was 2s. (retail) and 1s. 3d. (wholesale 
average). 

Answering the Chairman, the witness said 
that the figures submitted were taken from 
last year’s audited and certified accounts of 
his company. The company did not produce 
milk themselves, but purchased from country 
districts, and the milk came by car and rail. 

MILKMEN’'S WAGES. 

Further questioned, Mr. Cashman said that 
his company pasteurised the milk when it was 
received, and delivered by horse and van. 
The men were union members, and some of 
them were paid on a commission scale in addi- 
tion to wages. The minimum wage was 
£3 2s. 6d. a week, but some of the men on 
commission earned £5 10s. a week. The more 
milk a man sold the more he earned. 

They had 37 vans delivering milk. The 
profit of 1jd. per gallon was the profit on 
which they were charged incgme tax. Though 
they sold butter and cream, milk constituted 
the bulk oí. their business. : 

Answering Senator Farren, the witness said 
that the delivery men could not give credit to 
customers unless the firm agreed to open an 
account. g

He said that, while the past 
ten years had been a testing and difficult 
‘time in the South, the ‘country having 
passed through a revolution and two civil 
wars, things had now wonderfully im- 
proved. Law and order were enforced ;

dispensed. The Church’s members were 
.again on the increase, and their attitude 
was one of hope as to its future. 

There was a large attendance of 
ministers and laymen at the meeting, and 
the Clerk, the Very Rev. Dr. Lowe, inti- 
mated that the number of representatives 
appointed to attend the Assembly was the 
largest for many years. 


CROSSING THE BORDER. 
IMPRESSIONS OF A TOUR. 


Dr.. Haslett, in the course of his valedictory 
address, said that agriculture, the staple 
industry of the country as a whole, and in 
the North the linen 4rade and shipbuilding, ; 
these, in particular, have been passing 
through a period of exceptional depression, 
but there had been surprisingly iittle shrink- 
age in the contributions of their people to 
the various schemes of the Church. 

My visits as Moderator during the year 
took me, he continued, within the bounds of 
twenty-four of the thirty-five gin won of 
the: Church, and it fell to me as Moderator 
not only to cross the Border with some 
frequency during the year, but to make a 
somewhat extended tour of visitation in the 
South and: West. I did not find that your 
Moderator counted for less when he went 
South or even the further South he went. 
In some instances, I admit, and this may 
have been more general than I know, it 
was a case of mistaken identity. One of our 
ministers told me, for example, of a Roman 
Catholic acquaintance. whom he had met 
incidentally afterwards, commiserating him 
on the unpropitious weather on the occasion 
of the Moderator’s visit to his cngregation. 
The idea was that this would interfere con- 
siderably with the attendance at the service, 
leaving a bad impression on the Moderator, 
with perhaps disagreeable consequences to the 
minister. I need hardly add that in narrating 
this incident to me the minister did not seem 
greatly perturbed or unduly apprehensive. 
Personally I am more grateful than I can say 
for the cordial and hospitabie welcome that 
was everywhere given to me. 


THE UNION COMMITTEE. 

One or two further observations I may make 
regarding my visit to the South and. West. 
Whatever view May be taken regarding the 
work of the Union Committee generally—-and 
it deserves better things, I think, than are 
sometimes said of it—there is no quéstion as 
to. the needfúl and useful work that has been 
done in the South-West in the amalgamatifig 
-ef congregations. In not. a few places the

depend, so far as one could judge, on the pos- 
sibility of effecting similar arrangements, — 
One thing, however, I felt strongly, we 
ought to give ungrudgingly the most that the 
Church can afford, and not less emphatically 
I would say, the best, to the South and West.

CHANGED CONDITIONS IN THE 
SOUTH. 4 

The Rev. R. K. Hanna (Adelaide road 
Presbyterian Church, Dublin) was unani- 
mously elected Moderator. 

In the course 6f his address he expressed his 
grateful thanks to his brethren for placing 
him in that seat of high and historic honour. 
He would gladly have seen the chair of the 
Assembly filled by his friend and co-Presbyter, 
Dr. Osborne. In Dublin Dr. Osborne, he 
said, occupies a unique position: he is trusted 
and respected not only by the members of his 
own Church, but by all sections of the com- 
munity. No one shares more deeply in the 
general regret than I do that Dr. Osborne was 
unable to accept a position he so richly 
merited, which he would have filled. with 
honour to himself, with distinction to the 
Church, and with unflinching fidelity. to his 
Master. 

As a Southern minister, you will naturally 
expect me to say something about the posi- 
tion and prospects of Presbyterianism in the 
Free State. The past ten years, as all know, 
have been testing and difficult. We passed 
through revolution and two civil wars. The 
establishment of the Government of Northern 
Ireland occasioned the return to Ulster of a 
very important section of our congregations. 
Our membership has in consequence seriously 
shrunk. In some cases, particularly in the 
extreme South and West, there was what 
almost amounted to an exodus. -In the Pres- 
bytery of Cork the number of ministers was 
ten in 1914, it is six to-day; and the people 
have decreased in at least the same pfropor- 
tion. “I know of no congregation, a 
Southern minister wrote some time ago, 
‘‘ which is not weaker by 50 per cent. than it 
was ten years ago.” These old and unhappy 
days are gone, we trust for ever. Conditions 
have wonderfully improved. Law and order 
are enforced. We are not aware of religious 
disabilities. Patronage has, been. fairly dis- 
bursed. As a minority we suffer from some 
inconveniences—for instance, the undue im- 
portance we consider given to Irish in primary 
education. But in a new State, a under 
trying conditions, our people say that the 
Government has done well. . 

SIGNS OF RECOVERY. 

There are many indications of recovery. Our 
numbers. are again on the increase. Our 
resent attitude is one of hope as to. the 
uture of: the Church in Southern Ireland. 
May I add that while we Southern Presby- 
terians are loyal citizens of the Free State, we 
follow with intense interest the progress of 
the Government of Northern Ireland? 
thank. God that the North has emerged suc- 
cessfiflly from the troubles and dangers of 
earlier years, and that peace and _ stability 
have been established. Now that the boundary 
has been. settled, we pray that the rélatidns 
between the North and South may gftow more 
and more friendly, and that the two ‘States 
may not only live together as happy neigh- 
bours, but may vie in lové and service 
to the land we all love. In the changes and 
troubles of the past, Gód spoke * at sundry 
times and by divefsS manners.” He' tatght, 
for one thing, a new courage. 1 have 
preached to men who the night before were 
dragged from bed, placed against a wall with 
a ‘revolver ‘*their head. atid kept in that: 
osition while their house was ransacked.

Protection Association. It is immaterial what 
form or name it bears, provided that it repre- 
sents game and wild bird protection and game 
and wild bird shooting, with the consequent 
functions of organising areas, running national 
game farms, restocking waste lands, and num- 
berless other matters that are included in the 
general term “ administration.’’ By waste 
lands I mean the great barren mountain tops, 
commonages, free shooting and wooded places 
capable of carrying a head of resident game, 
but now quite shot out. The re-establishing 
of them is of greater importance than the 
fostering of private shoots under the shadow 
of the law. 

It may be said that funds, or the want of 
them, would be a bar to-such an association: 
It would be so if it had ta,depend’ for its 
income on. voluntary.~ contributions. Every 
ba of revenue obtained from shooting men 

y way: of licence duty should be definitely 
at the disposal of a-National Game. and Wild 
Bird Protection. Association. It follows that 
every licence-holder would becoine aytomati- 
cally a member of the association. by. virtue 
of his tax or payment, and the doór then 
opens to a’ vast co-operative: movement, the 
-prime objeqt oí which .would -be game and 
wild bird protection: instead of destruction. 

: The foregoing are the bones of a plan which 
may be quite impossible in ‘practice. Perhaps, 
it. ig already too late. I merely, forward my 
views as alternative tothe: present mruddied 
‘arrangement: “lhe-matter is urgent; ‘for, if 
this Govethment oes out text yéar without 
tackling the problem, we may have to drift on 
for @ very long time, going from bad to

simism regarding the fature of our cattle 
export trade, and how far that pessimism is 


| justified” is a question of grave importance. 


f is’ a quéstion which cannot be answered 
without taking a view of the development 
of the trade and of the other sources of 
Britain’s beef supply for at least some 
decades past. ; 

Copteus statistics illustrating that develop- 
mént are included in the Trade Report. They 
show that Trish cattle exports to Great 
Britain have steadily increased from the 
beginning of the nineteenth century to the 
resent; that British imports of live cattle 
rom other countries have been on the decline 
since the opening of the twentieth century, 
and ‘that, though they have recovered some- 
what during the last lew years, they are still 
less than a fifth of the number reached 
twenty years ago; that a huge trade in 
chilled and frozen beef has developed, and 
is iow greater in bulk and value than the 
entire British imports of live cattle. The 
imports of Canadian cattle, of which we hear 
so much, are actually less than in the early 
vears of the century, when the embargo on 
Canadian stoves was in force. 


OUR GROWING EXPORTS. 

The following figures represent approxi- 
mately the average annual export of cattle 
from Ireland during each period of five years 
from 1881 to 1926:

Thus, except for a slight decline during the 
period affected by the foot-and-mouth out- 
break of 1912, the apward tendency has 
steadily persisted through the last forty-five 
vears, and # very substantial increase is 
shown in the average for 1921-1925, despite 
the slump of 1925.

Corresponding figures of imports of live 
cattle into Great Britain and Ireland are 
given in the next table. As Irish cattle

The reason of the falling off was pea 
that the United States trade was absorbing 
more of the Canadian supply, as well as 
almost the entire cattle output of the United 
States itself. In 1914, following the abolition 
of the United States tariff, Canadian cattle 
imports to Great Britain ceased entirely, and 
were not resumed until 1921, when a new 
tariff of 30 per cent. was placed on Canadian 
cattle entering the United States 


CANADIAN CATTLE. 

The new tariff was a heavy blow to the 
Canadian cattle trade, bringing the annual 
exports down from the maximum of 515,525 
reached in 1919-1920 to 218,064 in 1924-1925. 
Even the export of stores to Great Britain 
since the removal of the embargo in 1923 has 
not in any great measure “agá a up for the 
partial loss of the American market. 

The statistics given in the Trade Report 
do not show clearly how far shippers have 
availed of the removal of the embargo, but 
there are two facts which indicate that the 
results have been disappointing from the 
Canadian point of view. In 1919-1920 Canada 
exported 84,397 cattle of one year old and 
under; all of which, it may á presumed, 
were sent to the United States. In 1924-1925 
the number was only 42,506. The second in- 
dication is that the average value per head 
of the Canadian cattle imported into Britain 
in 1925 was £26 17s., against an average for 
Irish cattle of £16 15s., so that the Canadian 
cattle seem to have been mostly animals fit 
for killing. 

The inference is that the Canadian store 
cattle trade is not likely to be a serious 
menace to the Irish trade. Canada will 
probably find that it ig uneconomic to develop 
on a large scale a trade which involves the 
conveyance of immature cattle long distances 
by land and sea. The natural market for 
Canadian cattle is in the United States, and 
‘it is improbable, in face of the growing de- 
mand in that country, that the tariff barrier 
will be very long maintained. So far as this 
country is concerned, the danger of Canadian 
competition appears to be overrated. . Our 
gravest danger comes from another quarter. 


CHILLED AND FROZEN BEEF. 

The figures dealing with the chilled and 
frozen beef trade tell a story of rapid develop- 
ment. In 1881 it was of trifling proportions ; 
last year it was double the live cattle trade 
in value, reaching the huge total of 
£50,700,000. The following figures show the 
steady progress made up to the war period, 
and the great advance since. They represent 
the imports into Great Britain and Ireland, 
but in this instance, as in that of live cattle, 
the Irish imports may be treated as a negli- 
gible portion of the whole.

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The Mosul Pact. 

The settlement of the Mosul problem, 
which was reached in Constantinople at 
midnight last Saturday, is a triumph 
for British diplomacy. Since the Con- 
ference of Lausanne the question of 
Mosul’s future has poisoned’ the 
relations between the Turkish Republic 
and Great Britain. When all methods of 
direct approach had failed the matter was 
submitted to a special committee of the 
League of Nations, and last December the 
League, after much discussion, decided to 
award .Mosul to Iraq on condition that 
Great Britain should undertake to retain 
her mandate over the latter country for a 
further period of twenty-five years. The 
frontier between Turkey and Iraq was 
basis of the so-called 
“ Brussels Line,” which had been the de 
facto boundary since 1924. The Turkish 
Government announced that it would not 
accept the League’s decision, and for a 
time the danger of a war between Turkey 
and Iraq—in other words, a Turco-British 
conflict—was: very great. -Chiefly as a 
result of the efforts of Sir Ronald Lindsay, 
however, the dispute has been settled 
finally. Turkey has agreed that Mosul 
shall go to Iraq, and that the ‘‘ Brussels 
Line’’ shall be the inviolable frontier of 
the Iraqui State. There will be a fifty 
mile neutral zone on either side of the 
and a mountain of about five 
square miles will be incorporated’ in 
Turkish territory. In return for her re- 
nunciation of Mosul, Turkey will receive a 
ten per cent. royalty on all oil that may 
be found in Iraq during the next twenty- 
five years; and she will be at liberty to 
capitalise this sum. The agreement will be 
ratified without delay by the Parliaments 
of the contracting parties. 

Oil is the jure that draws all eyes 
towards Mosul. In 1911 the Turkish 
Petroleum Company was formed by a 
Gulbenkian, who was 
associated with the late Sir Ernest 
Cassel and the .Deutsche Bank of 
Berlin.. This company became the sole 
concessionaire for oil within the Turkish 
Empire, and, as it was largely under 
German influence, it was reformed after 
the Great War. The shares now are 
divided in equal batches of twenty-five per 
cent. between the Anglo-Persian Oil Com- 
pany, the Royal Dutch Petroleum Com- 
pany, the Standard Oil ‘interests cf 
America and Sir Basil: :jaharoff’s French 
group. At the San Remo Conference the 
German holdings were awarded entirely to 
the French concern; but the Government 
of the United States clamoured so loudly 
for recognition of American interests that 
the Standard Oil Company was taken into 
partnership’ The Anglo-Persian Company, 
which enjoys the concession for the whole 
south-west of Persia, has some £5,000,000 
of British Government capital, and is the 
most important undertaking of its kind in 
existence. In. consequence of the new 
agreement. it is likely, to join forces with 
the Turkish Petroleum Company—in which 
it already has a fourth share—with the 
result that the whole oil supply of the 
Middle -Kast--will. be brought. -directly 
under British control, -The Br ish gil 
firms hope now-te-be able to co-ordinate 
all the supplies, and by “constructing a.

Prices and Publicity. 


The Free State’s second Food: Prices 
Commission, which is the outcome of a 
joint resolution of the Dail and Senate, 
has authority to.enforce evidence. It is 
“armed with all the powers of the High 
Court ” for the purpose of compelling the 
attendance of witnesses and the production 
of business books and documents. An 
occasion has arisen, it seems, for the use 
ofthese powers. . Yesterday Mr. William 
Richardson came before the Commission 
as “Secretary of the Retail Purveyors’, 
Family Grocers’ and Off-Licence-holders’ 
Association. Questioned by the Chairman, 
Mr. S. L. Brown, K.C., he refused to 
produce the Association’s register of 
members and declared that he was taking 
this course with the Association’s know- 
ledge and approval. As he persisted in 
his refusal, he was asked to retire from 
the witness-box. We assume that the 
matter has been reported to the High 
Court and is now out of the Commission 's 
hands. At this stage, therefore, Mr. 
Richardson’s refusal to produce evidence 
is not a proper subject for comment; but 
the arguments with which he sought to 
justify his refusal are in another category. 
He said that, from the standpoint of the 
Commission’s inquiry, there was no con- 
nection between the prices at which the 
members of his association bought their 
goods and the prices at which those goods 
were sold to the public. Of course, there 
is such a connection: it is, indeed, as the 
Chairman said yesterday, ‘ the one thing 
relevant’ to the inquiry. The Commis- 
sion’s task, as ordained by the Free State 
Government, is to investigate the retail, 
and even wholesale, prices of articles of 
general consumption and the possibility 
of reductions, with special regard to the 
difference between the prices received by 
the producer and the prices paid by the 
What, for instance, is the 
producer’s and what the grocer’s. share 
in the profits from a side of Irish bacon, 
a stone of Irish potatoes or a dozen of 
Irish apples? If the Commission had no 
power to get. such information, its fate, 
like predecessor's, would be sheer 
While Senator Brown and his 
colleagues have made a good start and 
have brought to their task.a temper which 
is at once independent, impartial and 
thoroughgoing, we do not believe that they 
can achieve a revolution in food prices. 
As we said four months ago, their report 
cannot be a cure, but must be merely a 
diagnosis.. It may justify the-Government 
in legislation to check a few peculiarly Fr 
flagrant. processes: of “ profiteering’; but 
its chief service must consist in the educa- 
tion of public opinion. No effective and 
all-round reduction of the cost of living 
will become possible until the average 
householder is equipped to protect him- 
self ; and he will not be so equipped until 
he knows the precise part which such 
factors as, for example, the operations of 
“middlemen”? and the multiplicity of 
small shops play in.the present scheme 
of things. The education of public opinion 
by the English Food Council already has 
brought large benefits to the consumer. 
We welcome, therefore, Senator Brown’: 
assurance that the Free State Commission 
is resolved to possess itself of all essential 
facts. He has announced that no honest 
traders need fear the disclosure of any 
details which might be hurtful to their 
business. It would be a pity if any honest 
trader should run the risk of incurring 
unjust suspicions by his refusal to facili- 
tate the Commission’s work.

Canada’s Trade. 


During the. twelve months ending in 
April Canada enjoyed a favourable trade 
balance of 380,000,000 dollars, or, roughly, 
£76,000,000. The exports of the Dominion 
to Great Britain for the year totalled in 
value over £100,000,000—an increase of 
£20,000,000 on those of the preceding year. 
A considerable proportion ef the increase 
represents a gain for Canada which is 
Ireland's loss. Phus’ in meat alone 
Canadian exports to Great Britain in- 
creased by one-fifth within twelve months. 
There ‘are signs that Canada’s trade with

Imports of 
British metals declined a little, while im- 
ports of American metals rose steeply.

The New Windmills. 

A few months ago a windmill which 
had been one of the most picturesque 
features of a ‘landscape in Southern 
England, and had been painted or etched 
‘by hundreds of. artists, being weakened 
by age, perished. in a storm. Many: 
lamented the fall of this old landmark as 
a token of the approaching disappearance 
of the last windmills. Now there will be 
a stirr’@g of hope at the news that the 
Agricultural Engineering Institute,” after 
a thorough inquiry, has recommended the 
revival of ‘windmills as a*simple and 
economical means of providing power in 
country districts. Unhappily. for senti- 
ment, however, it is not the old-fashioned 
‘mill With sweeping vanes that is proposed.) 
The new windmills will delight no artist’s 
eye. They will be constructed on & 
similar principle to that of “the German 
“ rotor ”. engine, and will stand in stark, 
unlovely lines beside homesteads -of the 
land, generating from the moving’ air @ 
controllable power and electrical energy: 
Farms will be lighted and the churns.in 
the dairy operated with the force. thus 
harnessed, and life will be the easier at 
the cost of a pretty scene.? Were Don 
Quixote to go riding through the English 
countryside, he would not récognise in the 
new “wind generators’’ the molinos de 
viento against which once he tilted, break- 
ing hi; good spear and creating a proverb. 
Perhaps, however, his old illusion would 
persist, and he would see once more,: and 
with better cause, ugly giants. straddling 
in the way. Well might some crazy 
gentleman ride out to break a lance for 
beauty in these days of utility—of towering 
smoke stacks, of caged rivers and of fair 
cities disfigured by the inhumanity of the 


slums. 


IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


THE FINANCE BILL. 


PERIOD OF IMPERIAL 
PREFERENCE, 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

The House of Commons was very quiet this 
afternoon, and very few members were in 
the Chamber when the business commenced. 
It was a day for the Under-Secretaries, for 
the only Minister on the Government Front 
Bench was Sir Douglas Hogg, the Attorney- 
General. 

The only question that excited interest was 
one by Captain Walter Shaw concerning the 
dismissal of volunteers by the railway com- 
panies on May 22nd. The Prime Minister 
was away in Scotland, and the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Board of Trade, who 
answered the question, was unable to give a 
reply that satisfied the Conservatives. 

Questions were soon over, and the House 
proceeded to the Order of the Day very much 
earlier than is usual. 

A start was made with the Committee Stage 
of the Finance Bill. There will be some late 
sittings, but it is not anticipated: that 
members will be asked to remain in attend. 
ance much after midnight. The tea duty was 
the first topic to be discussed, and on this 
Mr. Alexander moved to reduce the tax from 
fourpence to one penny. The Labour Party, 
he said, were greatly concerned at the in- 
creasing tendeney to gather revenue by means 
of indirect taxation. 

EFFECT OF RECENT EVENTS. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer set his 
face against any proposals for narrowing the 
basis of taxation. The financial position, 
he said, was not improved. by. recent events, 
and he was more likely to cast about for 
new sources of revenue than part with any 
of the proposals on which the Budget 
was founded, After all, the working classes 
were be no means ungenerously treated, and 
it might be sume consolation to them to know 
that he was raising 16 millions this year by 
what was distinctly luxury taxation.’ He was 
quite agreed that tea afforded the greatest 
comfort to the poorest of the community, and 
he was sure any Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
to whichever party he belonged, would be 
only to pleased when circumstances. permitted 
to remove the tax on Empire-grown tea. : 

Mr. Snowden said that he regretted that 
Mr Churchiit could not’ see his way to 
reduce the duty on tea, instead of giving 
relief 18 those who did not need it. 

The amendinent was defeated by 241 to 105. 

A i by Mr. Harris to exclude from 
the McKenna duties imported commercial 
motor vehicles was also rejected by 269 to 
114. Both Commander Kenworthy and 
Captain Wedgwood Benn deélared that the 
tax was a vivlation of the Prime Minister's 
pledge not to introduce Protection tariffs, but 
the Chancellor of. the Exchequer refused to 
regard it as anything of the sort, and said 
that the cfiect might well be to help the 
British manufacturer to produce more, and 
cheaper, motor vehicles. 

AGREEMENT. 

The Opposition and the Government were 
at one in respect of an amendment, moved by 
the Financial Secretary, to the silk duty 
clauses. This was designed to remedy the 
grievance in the case of people returning from 
abroad, and who brought with them any 
article of apparel made wholly or partly of 
stik which was intended for their own per- 
sonal use. 

This concession, said Mr. Ronald McNeill, 
vould cost the Government £25,000 a year, 
but perhaps the Government considered the 
sieving of time and temper at the Custom 
House was worth it. Mr. Snowden sup-. 
ported the amendment. 

Captain Wedgwood Benn, ho ing to catch 
the Government in a róba “os P mood, 
sought to enlarge the proposal by making the 
concession apply to silk goods imported for 
sale. This was quite another matter, and 
brought Mr. Churchill to.his feet. The 
Chancellor refused to contemplate the sacri- 
fice of £300,000 or £400,000 even to oblige 
the hon., and gallant member, and Captain 
Benn had to submit in a division to a defeat 
by 211 to 121. The Government’s original 
amendment was then agreed to. 

Mr. Lees Smith moved to. amend the 
clause, which stabilises the rates of Imperial 
preference for ten. years by limiting the 
period to two years. His point-was that 
no Government has the right to commit Par- 
liament for so long a period as tem years. 

OPTIMISTIC FORECAST. 

Mr. Ronald MeNeill declared that anything 
less than that period was insufficient to give 
that sense of stability and security by which 
alone a system of Imperial trade could be 
built up. His view was éndorsed by: Mr. ; 
Fmburgh, a Conservative: from Salford, who 
was sufficiently optimistic to say that his 
party would remain in. power for another ten 
years at least. 

While not endorsing this opinion, Dr.

The Government will do 
gil that it is possible to implement any 
azreement that may be reached, but wil] 
not intervene until the two parties inforp, 
it. that they have a settlement in sight 
It is highly improbable that any settlement 
will be possible without financial aid from 
the State, and, in consenting to find the 
money, the Prime Minister will make 
terms on behalf of the Government, so that 
there shall. be no further dispute fora 
long time to come. 


Mosu!. 


The signing of the Mosul agreement is 
an important step, and will do much to re. 
establish the ancient friendship between 
this country and Turkey. The agreement 
will -come into force immediately after it 
has been ratified by the respective Govern. 
nients, atid it is understood that this wil! 
take place as soon as possible. The sign- 
ing of the convention is really a triumph 
for British diplomacy, and should ensure 
peace in the Middle East for a long time 
to come.. The fact that Turkey is to 
réceiye ‘for twenty-five years a tenth part 
of the revenue on al] oil produced in Meso 
potamia is a bargain which will appeal 
to the Young Turks, who are particularly 
in .neéd of money for development 


purposes. 
The lraq Mandate. 


The signing of the Anglo-Turkish agree- 
ment, settling the long dispute over Mosul, 
does not mean that the period of our re- 
sponsibility for Traq will be shortened to 
the four years from 1924 originally con- 
templated. The mandate accepted by 
Great Britain for Iraq is for twenty-five 
years, unless the country before the expira- 
tion of that period is sufficiently developed 
to govern itself and join the League of 
Nations. In the case of Iraq, it is im- 
possible to forecast when such a moment 
will arrive, and the possibility is that 
Mesopotamia . will continue to cost the 
country some £4,000,000 per annum. 


A Liberal Armistice. 


There was an armistice in the Libera! 
quarrel to-day, when very few members put 
in an appearance in the House. Hostilities 
are to be resumed ‘to-morrow night, when 
the Liberal Parliamentary Party holds its 
adjourned’ meeting. It is unlikely that 
the meeting will result in any definite 
change in the situation, and in the Lobby 
this evening it was generally agreed that 
Mr. Lloyd George is certain to retain his 
position as chairman, and thus secure pre- 
cedence in debate and in all other matters 
over any leader of any other section of the 
Liberal Party. Mr. Lloyd George and 
his followers, indeed, consider that ther 
will become the Liberal Party, to all 
intents and pur , while Lord Oxford's 
following is Fike y to become comparatively 
unimportant. 


The Dawes Scheme. 


Germany, on admission to the League 
of Nations; will make a direct approach 
to the Allied. Goternments with a vew 
to securing a reduction in the scale ot! 
payments under the Dawes reparations 
scheme ; and in readiness for this step the 
whole matter has been explored ‘by the 
German Government with leading financial 
houses in London, Paris and New York. 
It is unlikely, however, that the Allies 
will find themselves able to agree to an, 
reduction, big or little; for Great Britain 
and France, while they have to pay huge 
sums to the United States, will insist on 
payments from Germany. The United 
States Government, perhaps, may be open 
to pressure by Germany; but it seems 
improbable, unless the Amermans chanze 
their minds concerning war debts. 


The Derby Settlement. 


Settling over the Derby passed of 
smoothly to-day. Some fairly substantia! 
sums changed hands, but the bookmakers 
were not nearly so badly hit as they would 
have been had not Coronach been beaten 
in the Two Thousand Guineas. Most of 
the large bets on the Derby winner were 
made earlier in the season, and what the 
commission agents have lost in this respect 
they probably have more ‘han regained 
by the ‘investments made on the other 
candidates which came into prominence in 
the Jater stages of the betting. The most 
surprising feature. of to-day’s settling 
appears to be the Jarge number of smal! 
bets made on Lancegaye, who finished 
second in the Derby at 40 to 1.

POSITION OF LOCAL 
OFFICIALS.

Under the Electoral Act of 1923 certain 
classes of persons are disqualified from 


‘being elected to either House of the Free 


State Parliament. An extension of this 
incapacity to persons who hold positions 
under local bodies or whose salaries are 
voted by the Oireachtas is now contem- 
plated; and the first step in the matter 
will be taken by the Executive Council to- 
morrow, when . President Cosgrave will 
move for’ thé ‘formation “of .a joint, com- 
mittee of the two Chambers. The motion, 
which was tabled yesterday, reads :— 
‘That it is expedient that a Joint Com- 
mittee of both Houses of the Oireachtas, 
consisting of three members of the Dail and 
three members of the Senate,’ with power to 
_ send, for persons, papers and records, be set 
up to inquire and report whether the incapa- 
city to be elected to, or to sit as a, member 
of either House of the Oireachtas imposed 
as regards certain classes. of persons. by 
Sections ól .and. 57..oí the Electoral Act, 
1925, should:be extended to include any 
other class or classes of persons, who hold 
either temporarily or permanently situations 
cither temporarily. or permenently situations 
-of.. which . the pF ce sr bs are derived 
directly from. moneys provided by the 
Oireachtas, or who hold, either temporarily 
or permanently, positions under local bodies, 
and, if so, to what, class, or classes, should 
the incapacity extend.” . 
The two sections of. the Electoral Act 
referred to prescribe the existing disqualifica- 
tions from membership of the Oireachtas. 
‘They are virtually the same in respect of 
membership of either House, and exclude the 
following persons :—Afiyone undergoing a sen- 
tence of imprisonment “with hard labour for 
any period not exceeding six, months, or of 
penal servitude for. any term imposed by a 
court of competent jurisdiction in . the 
Saorstat; an imbecile, or any person of 
unsound- mind; an undischarged bankrupt 
under an adjudication by a native court of 
competent jurisdiction; a person found guilty 
of corrupt practice at elections; members of 
the defence and police forces: on full pay, or 
a. person either temporarily or permanently in 
the Civil Service, unless he is, by the terms of 
his employment, expressly permitted to be a 
member of the Dail or Senate. . 
Semi-officially I am -informed that the pur- 
pose of the Government is “generally to arrive 
at conclusions with regard to persons like 
teachers, tuberculosis officers and others, 
whose salaries, or part of them, are voted by 
the Oireachtas.” If the proposed committes 
recommended that the changes indicated in 
the motion were desirable, it would seem that 
at Jeast a dozen members of the present Dail 
would not be eligible for election in the 
future. 
‘The motion will come up for consideration 
to-morrow, .The principal business. for the 
House to-day is consideration of the committee 
stage of the Local Authorities (Officers and 
Employés) Bill, the second stage of the Local 
Government (Collection of Rates) Bill and the 
estimates for public services (resumed).

increased after their introduction. 

Mr. Wrench was always a strong advocate 
of the hackney strain. He induced the 
Board to establish a hackney stud at Shank- 
hill, Co.. Dublin, from which horses were 
distributed over the country for breeding. 
He was for some time President’ of the 
Hackney Horse Society. His enthusiasm had 
little -effect in Ireland, and the effort to 
popularise the breed must be deemed a 
failure. The cattle-breeding schemes were 
much more successful, and the steps taken to 
improve the sheep and pigs of the districts 
likewise had important effects. S 


THE 1903 ACT. 

In 1899 the Department, of Agriculture was 
formed, and took over the Agricultural 
Branch of he Land Commission, and in 1903, 
when the Department took responsibility for 
agricultural improvement work in the con- 
gested districts, Mr. Wrench ceased to be a 
member of the Congested Districts Board. 
At the same time he was appointed Senior 
Hstates Commissioner for the important work 
that was to be done under the Land Act of 
1903. That work constitutes a chapter: of no 
small importance in the modern history of Ire- 
iand: Mr. Wrench had been selected for the 
most important executive position in con- 
nection with the purchase operations, and he 
carried them -on in varying extent till. the 
transfer of power to the Free State Govern- 
ment in 1922. 

The new Government had a new Land Act 
among its early plans; Mr. Wrench was by 
that time somee vears past the ordinary Civil 
Service age of retirement, and for those and 
other reasons his contifiuance in office was 
not desired. He remained but a little while 
‘after the change of régime. é 
-. Mr. Wrench. was a leader in the work done 
by the. Royal Dublin Society in fostering 
agriculture. .He became a Vice-President, of 
the Sociéty, and played an important part in 
its affairs—notably. in connection with the 


a more popular basis. e believed that the 
Royal Dublin Society had and should exercise 
functions of real importance in support of 
Trish agriculture. 

His own special interest as a breeder was 
attached to Shortnorn cattle. By judicious 
selection from leading cross-Channel , herds, 
and by careful mating, he built up a herd of 
his. own that was prebably second to none 
in Ireland from the standpoint of fashionable 
breeding. At Ballyphilip, Newcastle, Co. 
Wicklow, where “the herd was stationed, he 
had, at the height of his success, a most 
impressive collection of champion animals. 
Those related to the Great stock bull, Red 
Baron, gained for the herd a widespread 
reputation, and one of them sold for the 
notable price of 1,700 guineas. At the dis- 
persion of the herd, tha Last Baron, which 
he had reserved as a stock bull, 
was sold for 500 yuineas. Other 
“prices recorded on the same occasion were 
1,300 guineas for Colleen Crocus 2nd, 1,200 
guineas for a three-year-old of the same tribe, 
and 1,050 guineas each for a five-year-old 
Crocus and a Princess Royal. The average 
for 102 head was £256 15s. 1ld. That was 
in the year 1920. 

For some years Mr. Wrench was President 
of the Irish Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, 
and it' was in that period that the breed 
made its greatest headway in Irish favour. 
‘He was also for a time President of the Short- 
horn Society of Great Britain and Ireland, 
and a member of the Council of the Royal 
‘Agricultural Society of England. 

In the latter years of the Great War, Mr. 
Wrench did important public work as Chair- 
i man ‘of the Food Control Committee for Ire- 
land. 

His only son, Major Evelyn Wrench, who 
has been in active control of The Spectator 
since the retirement of Mr. St. Loo Strachey, 
is well known in connection with the Overseas 


Union, both of which he founded.

A qrs., 101s.; overweights under 1 cwt. 3 qrs. 
14 Ibs., 98s. ‘ 

In one inStance I am informed that most 
of the pigs supplied to the factory are on the 
fat side, whereas the leaner or medium variety 
would command a readier market in London. 

The.Danes, one manager states, are’ paying 
great ‘attention to this particular class of 
choice breakfast bacon, with the result that 
they are ousting Irish bacon of this class in 
London. Fatter varieties are ‘disposed of in 
Northern English cities, like Liverpool and 
Manchester, where there is a fairly good 
market for it. 

Another manager stated that the class of 
bacon most keenly sought by his firm is that 
between lewt. lqr. and lewt. 2qrs. 14%bs: 
Farmers, he said, have not been producing 
pigs of this class in anything like sufficient 
quantities, and it is absolutely necessary that 
they should do so if the Irish bacon trade is 
to hold its-own in the cross-Channel markets. 


DISAPPOINTED SELLERS.. 

Sellers who brought pigs to Tralee market 
expected an appreciable advance ím prices, 
But were disappointed’ on finding the pur- 
chasing figure at. almost the same standard 
as that which prevailed before the embargo 
on foreign pork.

RESTRICTIONS ON IRISH 
STOCK. 


REMOVAL ASKED. 

At a special meeting of the Mayo County. 
Council Committee, under the Diseases of 
Animals Act, held in Castlebar, Mr. Thomas 
J. Loftus referred to the fact that the re- 
currenl. outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease 
in England had now been definitely traced 
to the importation of pork from Continental 
countries, and beal the following resolu- 
tion :'— 

“ That we request the Minister for Lands 
and Agriculture make representations. to the 
English Department. of. Agriculture with a 
view to the removal of the detention period 
at English perts of all. Irish live-stock, and 
allow Irish cattle and pigs be marketed in 
England in the prime condition in which they 
leave this country. We are of opinion that 
the freedom of Irish live-stock from foot-and- 
mouth disease and other forms of contagious 
diseases for a lengthened period warrants the 
removal of all restrictions presently in force, 
and we direct attention to the fact that the 
introduction of foot-and-mouth disease has 
been traced to its proper source, and removes 
any doubt as to the origin of the recurrent 
outbreaks of that disease in England. The 
removal of the restrictions will be an impetus 
to the Trish live-stock trade, and put the 
Irish farmer hack to the position of being the 
chief purveyor of food supplies in the English 
market.’’ 

In seconding the’ resolution, Mr. R. B. 
Scott stated that, despite; the clean bill of 
health possessed by Irish cattle, a great many 
of the English people entertained a suspicion 
that the frequent outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease had their origin in Iré&ind; but ‘the 
recent disclosures had-cleared “the air. and 
considerably enhanced the reputation, of, their 
live stock. ee ere 

The resolution was passed: unanimously, and 
Mr. Malone, veterinary’ inspector of: the De- 
partment, who was present; stated he was 
sure the Department would give the-resolution 
full and careful consideration, and would do 
their utmost to have the present restrictions 
on Irish live stock removed. ' ; !

CANADA’S FAVOURABLE 
BALANCE. 


OTTAWA, Monday. 

Canada’s favourable- trade balance for 
the twelve months ended April was 
380 million dollars. Imports from Great 
Britain amounted to 164 million dollars, 
an increase of 13 million compared with 
the previous year, while exports increased 
103 million dollars to 505 million. 

Imports of British cotton goods were 
down three million dollars to 16 million, 
whereas imports of United States cotton 
goods, including raw cotton, were up six 
million dollars to 43 million. 

Imports of ‘British woollen goods were 
unchanged at 36 million dollars, whereas 
imports of woollen goods from the United 
States were down 600,000 dollars to four 


million. 

Imports of British metals increased two 
million dollars-to 23 million, “while im- 
ports of United States metals were up 55 
million dollars to 200 million. 

Exports of meats to. Great Britain in- 
creased by five million dollars to 30 


million. : 

Canadian imports from the whole of 
the British Empire were up 12 million 
dollars to 207 million, and exports were 
up 114-million dollars to 596 million.—

THE MEN’S LEADERSHIP

In a leading article The 7'imes observes :— 
If any hope of a settlement of the dispute in 
the coal-mining industry is to spring up in 
the fresh discussions to which the colliery 
owners have invited the miners’ representa- 
tives, it will be as a result of the emergence 
of a new leadership in the Miners’ Federa- 
tion. It must be a new leadership, even if 
the leaders themselves remain the same. A 
change of policy is necessary. Positive and 
constructive ideas must take the place of 
those that are merely negative and 
combative. As there is mo indica- 
tion anywhere of a new leader- 
ship either developing spontaneously or 
being required by the men who have now 
endured for more than five weeks the priva- 
tions of idleness—sensibly mitigated fhough 
it has been by public and private charity and 
by funds received from more dubious sources 
— the possibility, of an eariy resumption of 
negotiations energetically directed to arrang- 
ing terms for a resumption of work is by no 
means assured. 

It will, indeed, be a good thing for the 
mine-owners and the miners to sit down 
together and frankly face the immediate ques- 
tions of wages and costs of production, as 
well as the other questions less immediate, 
perhaps, but not to be deferred, of the re- 
organisation of the industry. Radical reorgan- 
sation, It may be said again,. will only be 
done successfully from within the industry ; 
but it is idle to deny that the impetus to 
reorganise may have to be supplied from 
outside. The Government has a responsibility 
and a duty here that it would do well to 
accept without qualification and to carry out 
without delay. It was the Government who 
appointed: fhe Coal Commission with the 
object of discovering a sound, economic, busi- 
ness-like method of dealing with the industry 
and of handling its obstinately recurring 
problems of wages. Clearly, then, . the 
Government cannot allow the results of the 
Commission's investigations ard the recom- 
mendations of its report to run to waste.

000 U.S. TOURISTS 
ARRIVE. 


SUCCESSFUL PUBLICITY 
CAMPAIGN, 

The first big contingent, numbering five 
hundred, of American tourists to arrive this 
year landed at Queenstown yesterday. The 
White Star liner Baltic landed two hundred 
and thirty, early yesterday morning from 
New. York, and the Cunard linmey Fran- 
conia, from New: York and Boston, 
landed three hundred Americans. ‘he ar- 
rival. of these liners at Queenstown was de- 
layed owing to several days of fog in the 
Atlantic. Of the three hundred tourists who 
arrived on the Franconia, one hundred and 
five were from the City of Worcester, Mass. 
These and a great many others from Boston 
and New England district were under the 
special conductorship of the Hon. Peter F. 
Sullivan, an Irish-American, elected to the 
Mayoralty .of Worcester four times in suc- 
cession. 

Interviewed on arrival, Mr. Sullivan said 
that there should be a big tourist movement 
to Ireland this summer, and this, he said, 
is the result of the publicity campaign in 
America, organised by the Irish ‘Tourist 
Association. There is at present a great 
boom in European travel throughout the 
United States, particularly by the professional 
business men and University students. The 
main object of their visit is to study condi- 
tions in Europe first-hand, and at the same 
time visit places of beauty and historical in- 
terest. Ireland, he said, fad the finest 
‘acenery in the world, and can offer the ordi- 
nary tourist more value in the way of 
archeological and historical interest than 
many European countries, which are now 
reaping a rich harvest from American 
tourists, 

Continuing, Mr. Sullivan said that the 
recent industrial crisis in England reacted 
against Ireland, many who intended travelling 
to Ireland cancelling their passages, being 
under the impression that the strike was also 
in Ireland. 

“On the whole, I think, Americans are 
pleased with Ireland,” he added, “‘ and, now 
that she has established herself a nation, 
it is up to he Irish to help themselves to 
the large benefits which other countries are 
receiving from American tourist. traffic.” 

Mr. Sullivan is returning next Sunday to 
Boston to supervise travel arrangements for 
other special parties to Ireland.

Mr. P. Baxter said that it seemed to him 
that, in a country that was predominantly 
agricultural, their Universities should do 
more than they had done up to the present 
to kelp agriculture, not only through the 
new faculties of agriculture, but in gefting 
the mind of the graduate turned ir a more 
sympathetic manner to agriculture.
